Jefferson High School 


The Western North Carolina Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, aided in the erectionof the buildings and in the main- 
tenance of the Jefferson High School, which had its early beginning 
in the summer of 1910. 

Mrs. Eula J. Neal, mother of Mrs. W. B. Austin, Charlie, and 
Wirt Neal of Jefferson, donated the grounds; a beautiful knoll that 
overlooks the village. At that time it was covered with a grove of oaks 
and chestnuts, which gave the setting a natural beauty unsurpassed by 
modern landscapes. 

Two brick buildings were erected for dormitories; one for girls, 
while one was used for classrooms. On the hill where the Ashe Hospi- 
tal now stands was a large frame building which was used as a boys' 
dormitory. 

The school was first opened for students in September, 1913. Since 
then there has beena steady growth, notonly inthe number of students, 
but in the character of the work done and in the far reaching influence 
of the school. 

The dormitory life of the students was carefully supervised; as no 
doubt many of Ashe County's citizens will tell you today. 

The Methodist Conference abandoned plans for a Junior College 
here and the school became a state supported high school in 1927. 

Nevertheless, itis the.aim of the school to grow bigger and better, 
and since the highschool is moving to anew location and consolidating 
with Healing Springs and Nathan's Creek, we cansay again how grate- 
ful we are to those men: Mr. Walter H. Worth, G. L. Park, Dr. 
J. W. Colvard, F. H. Neal and others that made it possible for boys 
and girls to havea chance to get ahigh school education here at home. 

The village will miss the big boys and girls, but in the words of 
Omar, the tentmaker,--"The moving finger writes and moves on; 

Nor all your piety nor wit shall lure it back to cancel half a line 
Nor all your tears wash out a drop of it."
